Our tram woa three hours late, but a 
slimpinB car waa Bet naldo by the liind- 
neas or the railway authorities, before 
Ita arrival In which I wnfl thftnkful to 
depoalt myself, and although the thump- 
Inss and ahrleklnss of a railway depot 
at night are not very nlelialy lo slumber. 
It wna my happy lot to apcedlly fall Into 
the arma of -tired nature's sweet re- 
. Btoror, balmy sleep/' 

Saturday, 26th. 

Saturday, SSth, woa a long, BUltry, duaty 
ride, broken only ao far aa I was ron- 
cerned, by a twenty-minutes' speech to 
a group of Salvation lata ond a crowd of 
working men at the City of Fresco on my 
way. How they did listen ! What a 
srvtlafaotlon there l3 In talking to men 
about anivatlon when they want to hear : 

8 p.m. Oakland at lost ! Oakland la n 
residential suburb of San Francisco— nn 
arm o'. the sea dividing the two plocea. 
I was elad to see Oakland, and judging 
from the croshlr.B of the mualc and the 
shouting of hundrcda of noldlcra, the 
burning of red Area, and the smiling 
racca of the people, Oakland waa glad to 
see mt. Of courafl being two hours late 
apolleil the reception as orranged, and 
no one expiieled lo aee Mr. Mayor, hut 
nil. ■n'oruhip was there to ttie mnmenr. 
and we mounted the war chariot, and J 
being up first Introduced Ihei Mayor to 
the crowd, and the Mayor In a few 
reinlly choice and very friendly words 
Introduced the General, who made a little 
speech, and then awEty we ivcnt to our 
billet, wllb everybody full ot joyous and 
bleaaed anticipation for the morrow. 

Sunday ,87th, 10:M. 

A large tlicalre waa iha Bt;eiie of the 
operations for the day. It was not full, 
a heavy down-pour of rain doubtless 
keeping a. good many atrangers awoy, 
hilt there was ,i line force of soldiers in 
full urifiirm. God helped me lo talk on 
the poaalbLJlclea of faith. Coming out 
wnn no small matter that day for tho 
pcnileiita In ono way or another had to 
ellmb the stage and reach the Mercy 
Seal, and that In full sight of the gazing 
crowd iilirtve nnd helnw. Hnwpvpr, that 
morning 15 munlfeatcd their earnestness 
by conragcoualy facing the ordeal, some 
of them broken-hearted baeka.ldera. 

Atteruoon, i-.m. The Ineatre was 
paeke^l, and hundrcda turned away from 
the dours. The measoge wna llaiened to 
with ilcath-like Hllenee, every aentence 
acemed to force Its way Into the hearta 
of Ihf hOiin-rB. It stfumetl ua thouj^h 
llio n-ry hL-iiri-inrona or that multitude 
tfi^t aiiawcrcd back to the appeols ot the 
Spirit of God lor inaiaiilantous and un- 
conditional aubnilaalon could be heard. 
The p:itiae thai followed aa the volcfi of 
the ap'-oker ceased waa all but painful, 
ntifl (b.'ti fhp TfHpntipe rnrrip. Find firF^t on** 
and then another decided the mfttler and 
evidenced It by coming forward. Thirty- 
eight ylclded—onc of whom, n lady, was 
wheeled on lo the stage In a Bulh Chair. 
It was certainly one of the most effective 
HfternDon moeilng? nf my experience In 
any part of the world. 

Mli^hl. 7:30. Many of our morning and 
iiriornoon frlumls had gone to their 
iKiaum unci to llii-lr own mcflliign. Wo 
had, however, a ri>li boUKC of compar- 
atively new pcopie. The mecilng was not 
aa lloivlng over with life and energy ua 
itiutsv liiat jji'eeeded il. PcjlLupa Llie 
renHon lay in me. The aubjccl waa 
"Dentil, nnri Lis nnerled prep.irntlan." My 
hoarl wiw heavy. ^Vitli the responslbilliy 
of IlK: lioiir. however, Ood ivna (bere. aimI 
two responrled »0 the crill lo nrlao and 
waah away liinlr sina Iti the River of 
L.iru. Thiu waa T;f for Uie diiy. Oh, T 
!>hiiH rieviT forjri'l ihnl vlmi to Oakland ; 

Monday. 2£lii. 

Now for 3;in PranclBoo I Tho city 
whicli In my early days was never men- 
tioned v.-lll!DOt e.TllliiK 111! vi.M!cui3 o£ gold 
9cek<ers and gold llnderi^. In company 
with my ijliIhiKgiiiK mid Intensely aym- 
patnctlc heirere in Diia ('iiiniraiKn, Caiti- 
mandor and Coiiaul Dooth-Tuckcr, we 
mode e^trlj' for thla new aplierc. Surely 
I can any with tho Aposlle. "Here I hove 
no CDllllnuing city"— I iiin evr on the 
wing. 

5:JB. We had only a abort railway ridu, 
tho train running moally Liirough the 
streets and highroads of Oakland, and 
then wo entered one of those mammoth 
Ferry Steamers that run between Ihcai? 
sUorea. I auppoao tho one we oroased In 
would 'contain at a puah 1,000, or porlinpn 
IiEOO people. Although not a bright day 



(here waa auMclcnt aunahlne to give the 
red soil of the two Istanda that atand 
out like giant sentinels on cither Eld? ?( 
the entrance, the Impoalng title of "Tlie 
Golden Gale." Aa we steamed pant I 
could not help looklne with Intereat to- 
wards the harbor outalde whieh the vast 
Pacific Ocean rolla her lordly watera a- 
long the ahores of thla continent and 
iround the moat romantically beautiful 
lalonda of the world. 

Three hours after we croaaed the 
bay, two girls— ono 22 and the other S4— 
attempted suicide by Jumping from the 
deck of the same steamer. 

10:3(1. Another theatre, holding they aay 
3,.'mo more than the one in Oakland, The 
congregation was good for a week-day 
morjilng. the theatre being morei than 
half full. They sold tiial there weirc at 
leaat 100 ministers precent, and deputa- 
tions from 60 Good Endeavor socl^lea, 
together with 2!I0 officers and a crowd ot 
soldiers. We had a powerful time. De- 
liverance from sin was, aa Is mostly the 
cose, my theme— tor, aa the Italian uaed 
to Bay, "All roads lead to Rome." so all 
my teits and toplca olm at Salvation 
from 9tn through the Blood ot the Lamb. 
■We finished well with 17 to tho front, 

3:00. More people. BOd more would have 
filled the place, My topic waa "Tho 
reosona for defeat among God's Israel 
to-day," illuatrated by Achan. There 
wag a good deal ot heart-gearchlng. and 

19 eame out. 

BveiiliiB. Tvc were full to the celling, 
and It seemed a long way up there, 
looked at from the stage. Many were 
shut out, some of whom had travelled 
long distances, and one man waa not 
able to get Inside who had ccmc for that 
purpvoe 250 utiles. 

That was one of the moat aolemn nlghta 
ot my lite. "The Great White Throne," 
waa my theme. In spirit I am aure I 
stood before It myself, and I think many. 
If not the whole of my hearers ware In 
Imagination carried towarda that "day 
of days." Tho after meeting was cxtra- 
ordln.Trtly solemn. While every voice 
was hUBhed, and every heart was full of 
awe and wonder, an. Intelligent-looking 
young man votunlccrcd right awai' from 
the back ut Ihc pit. and came boldly for- 
ward. He waa followed at Intervals by 

20 more. 

Tubsday, lYaroli^'ist'; 

The advance of the Army was the sub- 
ject. A number of prominent citizens 
were with me on the platform, the Hon, 
Horace Davis, a city gentleman, eminent 
In the business and philanthropic world, 
presiding. The Commander and comrades 
who have accompanied me ao tar on this 
campaign, say It was the most effective 
campaign yet ; Indeed, they assert that 
It cannot be surpassed. Anyway. I bc- 
lluve tinit uod was there. The expreaalng 
ot loyalty, love, and devotion on the part 
of ottlcOTB, soldlera and friends with 
whicli it cloacd, eouplcd with on 
cnthualoatlc invitation to come 

back agoln oa soon aa possible, 
waa very offcictlnB, . and touched 
my heart (ie'cply. voiced aa It was by my 
rreclous danghler. the Consul, and e*i- 
doraed by the crowd in every part of the 
building.

10:00, Offlccra' meeting. 

3:00. Officers' meeting. 

8:00, Officers nnd soldiers. There wore 
700 present- a few ex-soldlera amongst 
the real. In front of me there was one 
oC the, most Interesting groupa of Balva- 
tloniata J ever talked lo, namely, some 
doicii Chinese uoldicra. We ha-vc in San 
Francisco a Chinese corps numbering « 
soldiers and 10 recruits. They were for- 
merl.v umongat the blijgcst acroundrcls 
In the city- murderers, thieves, opium 
smnkoT'.. mcrphinc caters, .-.nd li,„ iii,^.

I tried to apeak oa tor eternity. Many 
soldlei'B sought a clean heart, and not a 
fciv hackalldcrs-gome ot them wcro ci- 
omccru-namo book tn Qod, The meeting 
wiiM nnlahed up somewhere about 11 
D.elock 111 il whirlwind of thanksKlvine 
.ind dL-llglil. Total ol the Mercy Seat, 74. 

Thuraday, March 3rd, 
_^ 10:30. Omcera. Closing meetlrir nf the 
Sa,i Fiaiiciaca uumpalBii. I have hold 
many gatheriiiBs of omccra In dlftorent 
porta of the Salvation Army world but 
for anxiety to learn, Wllllngncaa to act 
loyal and loving fealty to the General, 
nnd all that tliu Gvaeral rcprcaonta, 1 
ham never found this Cnlliornlftn offl- 
cera' gathering aurpnaaod. I think our 
mectlnga wore uaeful. T am eure ot It. 
Fruit win be accn and partaken ot after 
many days. We were mutually ploa.ie(l 
with each other.

Tuesday, March 3ra. 
While packing up for our departure a 
little paper was brought In which Inter- 
ested me not a little. It appeals that 
about an hour's ride from this city there 
la an Immense prison contohilng-ordlnar- 
Ily nomc 1,200 Inmates. In this prlsnn we 
have had tor some time a corps com- 
poned of the nrlsonere thcmsclvea. who 
had been saved within the walls, tho 
Bergl.-iaajor being a llle-s*. ."!cs ".ar„ 
During the iw:ent troubles, although the 
eontroversy was carried right Inside th* 
Jail, these fellows stood firm by the 
BIood-and-Flre Flag, and when they 
heard of my proposed tour, th^ desired 
greatly that I uhould visit Item. I 
wished to do so myself. 'But It was found 
impoaalble. And so here they aend me 
the following modest addrosa, neatly, and 
yet cleverly written and Illuminated by

Lett San Francisco In 
a ruah. Juiiii wealey is reported to have 
aaid that he ^aa nlwnya In haste, but 
never In a hurry. That Is, I think, 
characterlstiB of this campaign, If not 
of all my doings all the time. Not only 
every hour, but every minute aeema to 
uiing ita accompanying duty. There la 
not a moment to waste. I think that I 
have seldom labored In a. city with Kiuo'i 
gr-f,.-ilPr aRtlafactlO!!, and I axQ sure that 
T have never left with much greater 
reluetanee. From the flrat welcome hy 
the Mayer of Oakland, Lo ulnioat Ihe 
last sympathetic word addressed to me 
In tho shaking hands with the Bishop of 
C<tlir(}rjiIa^.Irl£nd3,.BtrBnger8, .ftnd com- 
rades have combined to express their 
r«i(pect tor the Army and their good 
wishes tor Its succesas.

Friday, March 4th.

Kow £s-.;e!i-Jliii-, ^::d then ae- 
secndlne the mourtalnf. then passing by 
rude and rugged rocks, and now through 
some ot the moat beautiful and plc- 
turcsaue scenery oa the earth. 

5 p.m. Ashland la announced— a snuill 
townahlp on the side Of the mountain, 
wftn h:vlf an hour for rutrcoUcHjiils. a 
few soldiers and a large crowd has as- 
sembled, consisting, I suppose, ot the 
major portion of the adult population ot 
the charming place. Talked to them for 
twenty minutes, pushing them up to sect 
mlvBtlon nnd live tor heavpn. the irood 
of their fellows, and the glory of God. 

} heard atterw.ards that the a«rgeant- 
Mujor ot Aahland corps, who stood be- 
fore me, heard me In Missoula on my 
first visit to the States twelve years ago, 
got converted a fortnight afterwards, 
and Hier<> »• lo in full tsnitijra. dolr.s 
good service to the Army to-day.

Our train was delayed ten 
hriurs In tShPeaiionoe and we thuH minnsa

I havo described a blizzard before. Tills 
one was Bomcrwhat difierent, however, 
(or it kept UB locked In the embraces of 
IL enawed-up pass. Fortunately no other 
accident otherwise marred the Journey, 
excepting that one of the party, poo- 
poohlng the warning of the brakeinjin, 
essayed to examine the enow-plough, got 
buried for two minutes In a snow drift. 
Those anew drifts resemble sin— very al- 
lutlne, Inviting, and

and then— down you go. The Secretary 
will remember that snow drift. 

After the snow drift, a freight train 
was reported In .-i fix. We had to reverse 
our engine, and the engine had to sail 
West by Itaelf to bring up another plough 
and a relieving pnrty—Involvlng a delay 
of nnoiher three hours. They are brave, 
hanly hoyfl, thrsn prairie crews— faces 
HUB nii.l, liands like Iron, and physlquea 
like granite wallH, ■ Talking with one, he 
said that he had not been Inside a church 
tor seven years. 

An Inter- 
esting llltic city of Grand Forks. Popu- 
lation 1.1,000. localed on the North side of 
the Red River, practtciilly only ten years 
old.

We only knew that there was nei- 
ther P. o., D, O., nor P. O. on the 
Kround. They v/ere all nt Winnipeg. 

TliH trnln renehed Granfl Forks at 4 
p.m. There wss a crowd, but only one 
nrnn In It thnt attracted notlee. He was 
liowcrfully-bullt, looking BO, ihoush uet- 
ii"lly over 60, A bronzed, hard brord 
'nco till he npoko or smiled and then his 
eyefl and speech made the face a vivid 
picture of energy, ecstacy, ability, tact. 
He was Dr. Church. He wiio the Treas- 
urer of the corps,

The 
boy at 111 wna almost converted, but re- 
fused to obey God In all things and 
dropped religion, came West, succeeded 
In huHlnesB, mnrried. made money, drank 
It, for ten years consumed a dollar In 
whiskey and a dollar In cigars 
dally, fought, raced, gambled.

fended him, and he took to orltlclBln|r, 
and left o« praying 1 he could not do 
without tbo Salvation Army, he thought! 
tho Salvation Army oould not do wltnoui 
hfm, he thought also. He threw oft lila 
uniform, resigned, Joined a chapel ; 
when, to hie nmazoment, the Salvation 
Army prospered. He attended special 
meetings led hy the General and Chjet- 
of-8taa— loved them, was pleaded with to 
come back to his place and refused times 
without number. The place got toO hot 
for him, he emigrated, selected a loaely 
tract ot land on the lonely prairie. In- 
vested canltai in the land, bad harvest 
followed bad harvest, and he lost his all; 
mortBUBed hla property and baffled ad- 
versity. Ono day he entered Winnipeg 
for supplies, called at Shelter and bought 
a Cry. It contained an announcement of 
the General's visit ; the memory ot tho 
past entered his soul like cold steel, his 
heart burned with tear, the Spirit of 
God aeleed him like a detective, he re- 
turned lo his farm, whoio the lonollnesa 
ot his lot hut accentuated the loneliness 
of hla soul J he resolved to EO to Win- 
nipeg when the General arrived In hopea 
he might set restored to God'a favor. Ho 
had no iROiiey to pay his car fare, every- 
thing was mortgaged ; as the time drew 
near hla soul was exceedingly miserable 
and while alone on the prairie guiding 
hla few cattle to a patch ot food he tell 
on ilia ki'ieies, 

■ado 19 Bli Hind to SeU HU IlmlO, 
with the proceeds he reached Winnipeg, 
only to find that the General was snowed 
up he rpmalnea another day ; after 
resisting the Spirit in a strange almost 
unaceountable manner for half an hour, 
the former local officer resolved to do his 
first works over again, and long after 
the General had closed his flrst meeting 
In Winnipeg, the baokalldei' was still 
weeping over the gap which the spirit of 
envy and hatred had made in his lite. 
" Sin is murderous I" the poor fellow 
cried. Hut salvation proved the euro 
it,rt.l. «It>,:T,«or.. tli:?'.ir:-- it ^^^"^ ^'m th<^ 
price of a mule. 

The meeting ut which the above hap- 
pened, was twofold In its ctteet. It was 
a revelation and an Inspiration to tlie 
clllcers and BOldltre, and a sealhlnE ex.- 
pn3iir« nf the protencca which the aver- 
age professor ot CThristlanlty foists be- 
fore tho world. As to the flrst, may I 
here he permitted to make the obvious 
remark that we are human. The 70 otH- 
cers Drought up from their mountain, 
mining, prairie,- and agricultural corps, 
wanted to see their General and hear 
him talk. Aa a man we love him. These 
aeml-deaert plates 'Ol 'the- earth don't ^e<i 
him every day, and it was touching to 
behold the ofBcers lift their tearful eyes 
towards blm and forget to sing for the 
nrst live minutes. They had read and 
been told the storms the old warrior had 
faced since his former visit, and al- 
thoUBh it may sound strange to that 
narrow sot of people who alnioai tliluk 
it IB a ain to admire true henuty, some 
ot Ihe officers didn't tail to tell us that 
a look of the GenTnl nlmnst notlsned 
them. Hera are the exact words ot one. 

"Hkn Coma IM UUas Jut to Oam 
into Hli XyM' 

and follow him as he strides from one 
end of the platform to tho other. I have 
only once rfeen him betore-I may never 
see him again. He speaks to my soul as 
no human being does." 

Now thia testimony, with variations, 
could be multiplied by the bushel. The 
General Is worth looking at.
